Community Action Necessary To 
Eliminate The Pest 

Extensive experiments have been 
undertaken by tho Experimental Sta¬ 
tion, Swift Current, Sask., to learn 
more of the factors influencing saw- 
fly infestation in wheat crops. In 
heavily infested sawfly areas it was 
proved conclusively that community 
action rather than individual effort 
was necessary to eliminate the pest. 
Time of seeding experiments for 17 
years at the Station determined the 
policy in relation to farm planning. 
The results show that oats should 
be seeded first, barley second, flax 
third, and wheat last. This sequence 
of seeding has given the best results 
and its application minimizes the 
sawfly damage. The returns from 
oats and bailey have been just as 
profitable as from wheat. There¬ 
fore, as oats and barley are resist¬ 
ant to sawfly, they were recom¬ 
mended in place of wheat for the 
1945 crop. Widespread adoption of 
these results has been accepted by 
farmers iq the brown soil area.

DRAMA SOCIETIES 


Distinguished British Stage Star 
Died In London 

LONDON.—Suave, polished George 
Ailiss, distinguished British stage and 
motion pictuie actor, died at his 
London home, aged 77. 

His death followed an attack of 
bronchial trouble. His wife, the 
former Florence Montgomery, was 
with him at the time. 

A noted character actor, he had 
played the part of many notables on 
stage and screen, including Shylock, 
Disraeli and the founder of the 
Rothschild banking house. 

Since 1935 he had lived in Britain. 
Prior to that he was well known on 
the stage in both London and New 
York and had made a number of 
films in Hollywood. 

One of his best-known perform¬ 
ances on tho stage was in "The Green 
Goddess,” which ran for a year in 
London. Later he starred in a film 
version of the play. 

Following his return to Britain 
11 years ago he made a number of 
films in Britain, including "His Lord- 
ship”, "The Iron Duke”, "The Guv’- 
nor”, and "East is West”. 

In 1937 he told the Royal Society 
of Arts that Britain should not try 
to compete with United States films. 

"America can afford to spend $1,- 
000,000 on a film and still make a 
profit,” he said. "England cannot 
spend half that sum without court¬ 
ing disaster.” 

He urged that British film pro¬ 
ducers concentrate on moderate- 
priced films "for the English mar¬ 
ket.”

Britain To Import German tfcienti.si* ! 

For Peace Projects 

Britain has plans to import leading 
German scientists to aid development 
of industry in a far-reaching scienti¬ 
fic drive which will embrace housing, 
clothing and transport, it was 
learned. 

Important equipment already has 
been brought from Germany to be 
passed on to the research organiza¬ 
tions of some of Britain's leading in¬ 
dustries. 

The scheme includes building 250 
houses of various designs to be used 
for experimental purposes and grants 
to industrial research associations 
totalling £750.000 ($3,337,500). 

The experimental houses are being 
erected at the building research 
station of the Department of Indus¬ 
trial and Scientific Research near 
Watford, Hertfordshire. 

Methods of heating, lighting and 
ventilation will be tested in the 
houses. The acoustic properties of 
buildings of great importance to 
apartment dwellers will also be 
studied. 

The £750.000 grant will be shared 
by more than 30 trade research as¬ 
sociations and investigations will 
affect shoes, wool, food, paints and 
I varnish, cotton, linen, fuel, gas and 
J electricity, paper, rubber, shipbuild¬ 
ing, automobile and other industries.

Names Of CivilUm War Dead 
Enshrined In Historic Abbey 

Westminster Abbey, historic- burial 
place of Britain’s great, has a new 
shrine. It contains the first lists of 
nearly 60,000 civilians killed by 
enemy action in the United Kingdom 
during the Second Great War, com¬ 
piled by the Imperial War Graves 
Commission. 

Names cf rich and poor, great and 
humble, now are enshrined in the 
Abbey where princes, statesmen and 
poets lie, and where Britain’s King's 
are crowned. 

The shrine, designed by Sir Charles 
Peers, surveyor to the Abbey, is 
fixed to the w’est wall of the chapel 
of St. George, close to the tablet to 
the 1.000,000 service dead of the 
First Great War and a few yards 
from the bright poppies surrounding 
the tomb of the unknown soldier. 

The lists are in four volumes, 
bound by the late Dougins Cockerell 


opened up in Nottingham, England. 
The shaft w’hich is to be sunk at a 
cost r< about one and a half million 
poundfc constitutes one of the most 
important of the recent developments 
in tho'-United Kingdom coal mining 
industry, writes the Yorkshire Post.
